The Legend of Estevan. 


I was both amused and shocked in 
reading the production of “ A Scribe” 
in your last week’s issue ; amused to 
sce in what plausible language can be 
couched “ ways that are dark and deeds 
that are evil,” and shocked by the 
irreverent use of Scripture phraseology 
in describing such scenes and such a 
triumph. I was more than pleased, 
however, with the term applied to thoee 
over whom King Ahab holds sway :

As the season for picking winter apples 
is now on, orchardists will find the 1ll- 
ustrated pickerof great service in reaching 
the fruit on extended limbs. One man c1n 
stand cnder a tree and pick nearly ali the 
fruit from the tree including the hardest to

THE LATE JAMES ANTHONY 
FROUDE. 

James Anthony Froude died in London 
at 6.30 Saturday morning. 

James Anthony Fronde was the young- 
est son of Venerable R. H. Froude, arch- 
deacon of Totnes, and was bernat Darting- 
ton, England, April 23, 1818. He received 
his education at Westminster and Oriel 
College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1840, 
and carried off the chancellor’s*prize in 1842 
for anessay on ‘‘The Influenee of the Sci- 
ence of Political Economy on the Moral and 
Social Welfare of the Nation,” becoming at 
the same time a fe'low of Exeter College. 


He was oraained a deacon in the church of 
England in (844. He became connected 
with the highcuurch party and wrote ‘*The 
Lives of the English Saints.” In 1847 he 
published “*Shadows of the Clouds.” In 
1848 he published ‘‘Nemesis of Faith.” It 
indicated his defection trom the teachings 
lof the charch of England. It was a pro- 
test against the adherence of the church to 
what le denomirated the Hebrew mythol- 
ogy. These works were emphaticall, con- 
demned by the university authorities. Mr. 
Froude, in consequence, resigned his fel- 
| lowship and abandoned an appointment he 


had received as a teacher in Tasmania. He 

| became a constant contributer to the 

; Westminster Review. In 1856 he pub- 
lished the first two volumes of his ‘History 
of England From the Fall of Wolsey to the 

| Defeat of the Spanish Armada,” completing | 
the work in 1870. The _buidness and or- 

| iginality of theauthor attracted wide at- 

| tention and provoked much adverse criti- | 
cism of his work. His attempt to vindi- 
cate the character of Henry VII. was es- | 
pecially condemned. Jn 1867 he published 
a volume of essays entitled ‘‘Short Stories 
on Great Subjects.”’ In March, 1869, he was | 
installed rector of the University of St. 
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Tit-Bits.

of living figures and frequently not recog- 
Only 252 of the 17,000 claim to 
have seen, heard or felt images or phantoms 
of the dead. These cases, however, are 
certitied by the society as deserving respect 
and having a certain degree of value as 
scientific material, on account of the weil- 
attested honesty and intelligence of the 
observers. They are not held to be con- 
clusive or beyond reach of other than su- 
perratural explanatioa, but they are ac- 
cepted as evidence of the.existence of some 
psychic foree thatis not yet understood.

jsuch revelations as mere products of a 
| distempered fancy, or specimens of the 
| stuf? that dreams are made of, ‘* They 
adord some argument,” we are informed 
‘for the continuity of psychical life and 
the possibility of communications from the 
dead.’ Furthermore, it is aseerted **as a 
proved fact” that ‘between deaths and 
apparations of the dying persons & connec: 
tion exists which :s not due to chance 
alone.” The implications of this view are 
not discussed, but simply aliuded to as 
factors Ina ‘* prodigious hypothesia” for 
ecience to deal with in an earnest, unbiased 
and perservering spirit. 
These explorations ia the unknown have 
a fascination for all classes of people, and 
the interest that they excite is based upon 
impulses and tendencies of human nature 
that are tundamental and ineradicable-

BIG ARMIES IN BATTLE. 


The Greatest Namber Engaged tn Medcrn 
Times Was at Leipsic tm 1513 


Without doubt, of all the battles recorded 
in modern history, the longest and sternest, 
as well as the one in which most men were 
engaged, was the memorable battle of Leips 

ic, Oct. 16, 18, 19, 1813, called by the 
Germans the battle of the nations. The 
number of troops engaged is variously 


stated by diferent writers at from 1::6,000 
to 190,000 on the side of Napoleon J., and 
from 230,000 to 290,000 on that of the alliee 
under Prince Schwartzenburg, Blucher and 
Barnadotte. In this awful battle the slain 
on both sides emounted to 80,000, and 
thousands of the wounded lay for days 
around the city. In-the battle of Konig- 
gratz, or Sadowa, July 3, 1866, fought dur- 
ing the * Seven weeke’ war,” the eilied 
Austrian and Saxon troops engaged amount- 
ed to about 200,000 men, while the Prus- 
sians, under their king, mustered in round 
numbers 260,000 combatants, The total 
joss of the Austrians, etc., smounted to 
about 40,000 men, while that of the Prus- 
sians was 10,000. If we go back to the 
melee of ancient days, we find it stated that 
at the one fought at Tours in 1732 between 
the Franks and the Saracens, from 350,000 
to 375,000 men were killed on the field. 
This would, of course,mean tha: many more 
were engazed than at Leipsic. In a battle 
mentioned in Chron:cies I!., betweea Asa, 
| Kang of Judah, and Rerah, King of Ethiopia 
we are told that the former had an army of 
a thousand thousand, or 1,0C0,! 00. Canon 
Rawlinson observes that this stat >ment does 
not exceed the nnmber of other oriental 
armies. Darius Condomannus brought into

AFGHANISTAN. 


The Ceuntry May Become Once Mere a 
Centention Ectwees Rugland aud 


Rassia. | 

Afghanistan, with its 400,000 square 
miles of territory, and 4,000,006 of inhabit- 
ants, mostly tribesinen, may become once 
more a contention between Engiand and 
Russia, should the Ameer die while the 
legal status of his government remains as it 
is, indefinite. The four provinces, Cabul, 


‘furkestan, Herat and Kandahar, are under | 


governors ; but as the population is largely 
nomad and tribal, only military despotisin 
prevails. The present Ameer was born in 
1830. His uncle, Shere Ali, was on the 
throne when he reached manhood, and on 
the breaking out of a civil war the nephew 
sided against his kinaman, thirty yearsago, 
and won several important battles. Defeat- 
ed by Shere All's son, Abdur Rahman fled 
to Russia, in whose intereathe was believed 
to be conspiring and fighting. The Russian 
government pruvided nim with a place at 
Samarcand and a generous pension. In 
1879 he recovered his influence with the 
native leaders and succeeded in getting 
upon the throne with English help. The 
Queen’s government retains hia friendship 
by an annuity of $500,000. Last year the 
British government in India sent an em- 
bassy to Abdur Fahman, who received it 
with great pompand acreed tonew delimita- 
tions, by which the sphere of British: influ- 
ence was largely extended. The Ameer has 
dope material service for A’ghanistan by 
encouraging modern agriculture end by 
introducing somo industries into Cabnil. 
Arms and mt nitions of war are manufactur- 
ed there under direction of Engiish and 
German officers. Proximity of Afgoani-tan 
to the Indian empire of Great Britain will 
make the Ameer’s death a political event 
oj po trivisi character. A civil war is like- 
ly to foliow, with Russian and British 
influences at work on opposing sides. 
During the Czar's indieposition the Russian 
jingo is rampant, and the first conflict in 
the erst between European powers may 


not be over Corea.
